BUENOS AIRES (AP) Reports of flying saucers over Argentina and 
Paraguay poured in Monday fron varying quarters. All reports 
agreed ufo' s flev/ over Paraguay and Argentina about 10 PM Sat¬ 
urday night. The reported number of UFO’S ranged from 6 to 16 f 

The control tower of Strocssner Airport at Asuncion, Paraguay, 
reported its radio and radiot&iltype equipment v/as heavily jam¬ 
med for several minutes while round, brightly-lit objects flew 
in a north-south course at an altitude of around 2,500 feet. 

In Argentina, reports fron six provinces said UFOS flew over 
shortly after they were sighted in Paraguay. The newspaper - 
La Nacion said a pilot at Canba Punta Airport, Corricntes, des¬ 
cribed the UT0*S as "A perfect formation led by one big unit and 
followed by 15 smaller ones, all giving out a bright and changing 
luminosity.”

DENMARK - "FLYING SAUCER LANDED IN A FIELD OUTSIDE "H0LBAK"????? 

A farmer fron the neighborhood of Holbak reports about a strange 
experience he had at night. Today he has no doubt that the thing 
he saw was a "flying saucer." The observation is not quite new, 
but like many others, who has had a corresponding experience, he 
had chosen to keep quiet not to make a fool of himself. "I was 
looking out over the fields when I suddenly saw a strange light. 

It was not an usual light but artificial and LILAC", the farmer 
tells, "I got quite staggered. People do not use to be at that 
place in the night - then I knew something was happening and I 
went over thcro. But mid-way I suddenly noticed an object. In the 
darkness it was difficult to see how it looked." The farmer tells 
that, light, cane from some windows which almost were oval. Thus he 
could sec that there was a dono on the object, because he weakly ♦ 
saw the outline of something below. He also was able to soc some¬ 
thing which seemed to move behind the windows..The next day 

he went down to tho field again and here he found a mysterious sub¬ 
stance which he doesn't exactly know how to describe. "It looked^ 
liko - cottonwool, but it had a color I've never seen boforo. It was 
much, much finer than cotton. I could almost not feel it when I 
took it in ny hands. The color was strong, I cannot say how." 

The farmer gatherod a handful and placed it under a stone. He 
got very amazed because the matter DISAPPEARED little by little 
during 3 days. Today ho is vexed that he didn't send it to exam¬ 
ination. In the place where he had seen the object, he discovered 
that the grass was pressed down. Besides ho noticod that the low¬ 
est wire from some pylons had been pulled down and out about 60 
foot away.

Mrs, Josephine Lambert, 1656 Polk 
St. flatly says she saw a'strange craft about 20 ft. above the 
shuffleboard court behind the Chamber of Commerce Bldg, This was 
at 4:30 PM on Sunday the 19th. She said it was so low that she 
thought it was going to tangle with the electric power lines... 

The object was in the shape of a "blunt oval", about 10 ft, high 
and some 25 ft. in length. The underside was rough and has an

April 28 - 67 - Pine Bluff, Ark. Ken ICcsterscn, co-owner and nan- 
agor of a Pine'Bluff radio station, reported the sightings of an 
unidentified flying object over the city late Thursday night...

Dr. Pnitry Alexander doesn't think he'll report any nore "uniden¬ 
tified flying objects" to governmental agencies around Dade. 

"I was handled as if I was sone kind of a nut," says Dr. Alexander, 
assistant professor in tho Audio-Visual dept, at Miani-Dade Jr. 
College. Dr. Alexander v/itnessed a PARADE of.UFO'S in ITerthwost 
Dado last night that lasted for pcrhpps 15 ninutos. He phoned a 
string of official agencies and none would even lock out of the 
window. "The thing that bothers no is if they had just sent out a 
plane when I callod it could have boon resolved." Dr. Alexander 
lives in the area whore school children two weeks ago nc.de a day- 
tino sighting of a "flying Saucer". Y/hat ho saw about 8:15 PI! while 
driving—. and later studind with binoculars was this: "There were 
fron 6 to 10 of theso objects circling in a clockwise direction to 
the south and the southwest. On each was a configuration of lights 
rod, white and green.

On April 25, an article appeared in the sane Miami Hews - of a 
prediction of mass landings in the Miami area.. This was made by 
Mark and Yolanda of Mark-Age Meta-Center.... " There's going to 
be a mass landing of outer spacecraft in Dade County within the 
Next two months —* In fact, they added, the "Hierachal Board" 
of the solar system has decreed Juno 22 as the deadline. The 
Board has decided it is now time for the planets to reestablish 
solid contact with earth."

" Our main purpose right now," says Mark, "is to prepare the peo¬ 
ple for the landings so that they won’t panic and greet them with 
guns." "The craft, he added, will stay around this area for one 
to throe days and Miamians will probably be invited aboard.."

Hay 1. 1967 - Philadelphia, Pa, (Personal report from Mr. Nor¬ 
man Schrcibstein - 1236 Greeby St.) "On May 1st. r.iy internation¬ 
al representitives and I witnessed what appeared to he four UFO'S. 
Three of the four objects were disc-shaped. They were traveling 
directly fron North to South and were roughly 65° above the Eas¬ 
tern horizon. One - a cigar-shaped object - was traveling fron 
N to S, but as it reached farther south, it swerved to the Y/cst- 
em direction. Visibility of the objects was lost due to houses 
intervening. The cigar-shaped object had a reddish glow. At the 
tine of the sighting we wero using a telescope." 

May 16 - 6? - New York. "More intensive scientific investigation 
of unidentified flying objects, sonetincs called UFO'S or Flying 
Saucers, was urged by two speakers at the Design Engineering Show 
The Show, the largest industrial exposition to bo held in New York 
this year, is at the Coliseum where 660 companies are demonstrat- 
ing thd results of their year's research and devclopencnt programs. 
One speaker, David L» Morgan, Jr* an associate research scientist 
in the physics department of N.Y. University, while deploring the 
lack of scientific data, said that a mathematical analysis of the 
observations of UFO'S showed that they wero more likely to be in¬ 
terplanetary vehicles than atmospheric conditions. He emphasised, 
however, that no conclusions could be reached on existing data. 

The other speaker, George Y/« Earley, of Bloomfield, Conn., pres¬ 
ident of the Connecticut affiliate of HICAP, asked for a computer 
system which would accumulate all data on UFO'S so that reports 

could be compared with others as they come ini" *..*.'.

Borough. Council Friday put a damper on the enthusion of wouldbe 
ufologists by introducing a bill or ordinance to prohibit park¬ 
ing on Y/estbrock Hoad, A public hearing will be held on the or¬ 
dinance June 9. Y/astbrook Road, which, skirts the site of many 
a traffic tie-up when word of unidentified flying objects over 
the resevoir has been publicized. Police have, in the past, 
issued summonses tc UFO watchers who have lined the road with 
their cars, creating a hazard. Councilman Lawrence Mark noted, 
"Ringwood nay be the first borough in the State and possibly the 
first municipality in the country to pass an ordinance prompted 
by flying saucers." The latest sightings over the resevoir oc¬ 
curred earlier this year. Last spring and fall, reports of UFO’S 

in the area received nationwide publicity...

May 18 - 67 - Philadelphia, Pa. (Personal report from Mrs. Ruth 
Smyth - 5101 N* 12th. Street) " I was driving about 6 miles out 
of Philidclphia .. I was following a large Greyhound Moving Van..» 

I an quite sure that this ’craft' was following the Van, and not 
my car.. It was 6:35 An when I noticed this craft.. It was a disc- 
shape craft, devoid of fins, wings, or other protuberances -- 
EXCEPT for an exhaust pipe typo, of thing from which came a thin 
stream of steam-like vapor. There was NO sound other than that 
of my car and that of the Van ahead of me,, This disc was a dull, 
dark, gunnotal color with a darker black or gray band around the 
middle with what looked like portholes, but they were unlightcd... 
By using telephone poles for comparison purposes, I would say that 
this craft was no higher than the height of three (3) telephone 
poles,,, it could easily cover a tennis court.,..

Readers will remember the column dealing with the mysterious 
UFO that flew out of the night to change the lives of a small 
■ Oklahoma farm family* This story was told in a previous issue of 
SS, and told of the subsequent promise of investigation by a 
Well known Senator from Oklahoma. It now seems that the able Sen¬ 
ator will NOT reply to our continued pleas for an investigation -- 
and that the witness has changed his mind about the story and had 
decided that the less said the better. V/e are now faced with the 
possibility that the claims by various UFO investigative societies 

nay be true.the Air Force may be trying to quiet serious UFO 

claims. That — or the witness is lying. As an investigator : of

Your recent letter stated that UFOS arc the responsibility of the 
US Air Force, and the Jet Propulsion Laboratory is not involved 
in making an independant study. You said that Dr. J. Allen Hynek 
(who has been an AF UFO consultant and has studied UFO reports for 
20 years) is a responsible scientist, and that the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory is in agreement with his views and those of the Air 
Force. However, I do not think that it is possible for the Jet 
Pcrpulsion Laboratory ( the group associated with the flight of 
Mariner 4 to the planet Mars) to be in agreement with Dr. Hynek’s 
published views on the UFO phenomena and — at the samet imo — 
be in agreement with the view of the USAF. That is, the Air Force 
has publicly stated that UFOS do not exist* Yet, at the same time, 
they have issued regulations to their personnel as to what to do 
when they see a UFO and pointing out that any release by military 
personnel on any UFO sightings is liable to a prison sentence!

Dr. Hynek has published his views on authentic and documented UFO 
sightings by military personnel - and he thinks that there is a 
very good ease for the UFOS. Dr. Hynek has also cited the ®amous 
Socorro, Hew Mexico, UFO "landing”. Patrolman Lonnie Zamora pub¬ 
licly stated that he saw an object land near Socorro on April 24, 
1964 *— and the Air Force has stated that they cannot solve this 
case* Now, arc wet o believe those policemen and highway patrol 
officers who have said that they saw and chased UFOS — or are we 
to call them liars? That is, do we support our police or not? 

Furthermore, your letter seems to give the idea because the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory is not concerned with UFOS nobody should be 
willing to study or check on the various reports. This seems to 
suggest the "nccd-to-know" policy (where people or groups not dir¬ 
ectly associated with any research, are denied any access to data 
or research). Any yet this same "need-to-know" policy was used 
during V/orld Y/ar 11 and possibly earlier in Germany!

I can only conclude that either the Jet Propulsion Laboratory’ 
directors do not know the various problems and questions con¬ 
cerned with UFO sightings or else they do know bjit cannot speak 
their mind on the matter. This, of course, seems to suggest 
that the military is more and more interferring with the God-£ivcn 
rights of American citizens for freedom of speech, thought, re¬ 
search and the need-to-know facts. "Without vision the people 
perish". It is impossible to ignore and reject the UFO reports

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CATTLE RUSTLING UFO 1 S 

BY RON CALAIS 

Much has been said about the various repetitions of historical 
events, and of the subsequent speculation often attributing them 
to causes which seemingly preclude the chance of mere coincidence. 
The intriguing UFO phenomenon is not an exception... for the mount 
ians of literature on the subject contain numerous cases of a re¬ 
petitious nature. 

The incident at Vernon, Kansas in April of 1897 is perhaps one of 
the most fascinating accounts illustrating this point....... On 

the night of April 19th, a prominent citizen of Vernon - Hon. Alex 
ander Hamilton - witnessed the first UFO sighting of its kind... 

On awaking to investigate a disturbance among his cattle, he ob¬ 
served a cylindrical-shaped object with an undercarriage of trans¬ 
parent windows. Later he described the object as having a huge 
searchlight beam and containing several humanoid creatures who 
spoke in an unintelligible language. These features, by the way, 
match other descriptions of aerial objects seen over portions of 
the country during that year. 

According to the report, the vehicle lowered a cable and entangled 
a throe-year-old heifer (calf), lifted it and made off into the 
darkness. (This story, in its entirety, can be found in the April 
1966 issue of FATE, under the title, "Cattle Hustling by UFO" by 
Lucius Farish.) 

A similar incident, far less detailed, occurred on the ranch of 
E. L. Rayburn, an attorney of Twin Falls, Idaho, almost 60 years 
later* In Sept. 1946, a saucer-shaped object about 200 feet in 
diameter swooped down to within a few feet of the ground and it 
hauled away a 400 lb. steer. Two employees on the ranch confir¬ 
med the story. Mr. Rayburn, of course, could not have known of 
the nineteenth century report, as it was not uncovered from the 
newspaper morgue until 1966...

A West Virginia author and ufologist has coiuhictod his own 
private investigation in this area and personally interviewed W.

Instead, they are people just like myself, private individuals, 
who are fascinated by the subject of UFO'S." .....Barker seemed 
to be particularly angered by the "suggestion" by a group of in¬ 
vestigators that Derenbergor undergo hypnosis and various psycho¬ 
logical tests, "I think those investigators should take those 
tests themselves," Barker stated. "I also think they plan to 
come up with a very negative report. And t he people of the Par¬ 
kersburg area should be angry at the treatment afforded one Cf 
theii* citizens by this innuendo," According to Barker, Dorenber- 
ger had told him that the "Pittsburg group" insisted that he tell 
his story only to them and give it to nobody else. "This is de¬ 
finite suppression of news*" Barker remarked.Barker, a 

audio visual consultant for a Clarksburg school equipment firm, 
stated: "I found Mr. Dcrcn&erger a very sincere man." 

In refcrencet o Dercnbcrger's claim that he had engaged in 
telepathic conversation with the spaceman he encountered on 1-77 
near State Rt. 47, about 2 miles southeast of Parkersburg,Barker 
pointed out: "A few others persons have claimed to have made var¬ 
ious sorts of contact, by radio, by voice communication, and even 

telepathy." Banker said that since Derenberger told his.incred¬ 
ible story to city ana state police, an Air Force recruiter, 
and had a lot of ridicule. 


Derenberger, according to Barker, "has no ulterior motives, 
and has displayed no interest in benefitting financially from what 
happened to him. Instead, it has caused him to lose valuable work 
time." Incidentally, Derenberger on more than one occassion since 
Nov, 2, has told a staff wroter of the News: "This didn't happen 
to me for any personal profit. And, if I can help it, I'm not 
g oing to see somebody else gain personal profit from my exper¬ 
ience." . "I do hope that the local people vh.ll keep an open 

mind about Derenberger's experience," Barker stated. "After all, 
everybody laughed at the Wright Brothers, and tor years reputable 
scientists scoffed at meteorites and said they were hoaxes." 
"Within a few years," Barker added wryly, "I predict that Mr. De¬ 
renberger will be laughing at us!"
